DESPITE US EFFORTS FOR REDUCTION OF UNFICYP, SYG' S REPORT 
( TO BE CIRUCLATED JUNE 4) APPARENTLY WILL RECOMMEND ONLY 
MINOR ECONOMY MEASURES ( E. G„ CLOSING FIELD HOSPITAL), 

ACCORDING TO SECRETARIAT OFFICIALS. SYG' S CONCENTRATION APPEARS

SOMALI REP NUR ELMI STRONGLY SUPPORTED EMINENTLY PRACTICAL 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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AFRICAN PROPOSALS AND ALSO UK RECOMMENDATION GOVTS ENACT 
AND ENFORCE ADEQUATE LEGISLATIO N, AND HOPED THAT DESPITE 
LACK OF CONSENSUS ON SECT. 4 WAY WOULD BE FOUND TO REACH 
AGREEMENT ON MEASURES MENTIONED THEREIN. HE SUPPORTED 
CHINESE AND SOVIET SUGGESTIONS FOR EXTENDING SANCTIONS TO

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SCALI REAFFIRMED US FULL SUPPORT FOR MAJORITY RULE IN SR AND 
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BELIEVED WHAT WAS REQUIRED WAS MAKING PRESENT SANCTIONS MORE 
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EFFECTIVE RATHER THAN EXPANDING THEIR SCOPE. HE 
COMMENDED COMITE FOR ITS EFFORTS, SAID FOR FIRST TIME IT HAD 
COME TO GRIPS WITH SOME OF STUMBLING BLOCKS TO FULL 
IMPLEMENTATION, AND FULLY SUPPORTED AGREED PORTION OF REPORT. 
REFERRING TO RECOMMENDATION COMITE PREPARE MANUAL ON 
CLEARING PROCEDURES NECESSARY TO DETERMINE ORIGIN OF 
PRODUCTS KNOWN TO BE PRODUCED IN SR, HE TOLD SC US WOULD 
COOPERATE FULLY AND SHARE INFO LEARNED RE DETEC- 
589,. HE HOPED COMITE WOULD GIVE ATTENTION TO PROBLEM OF 
DISCREPANCIES IN TRADE STATISTICS. IF US COULD NOT ACCEPT 
ALL OF AFRICAN PROPOSALS IT WAS BECAUSE THEY RAISED 
CERTAIN PRACTICAL AND LEGAL DIFFICULTIES, SCALI STATED, 
REITERATING US BELIEF SANCTIONS COULD HAVE BEEN MORE

INDIAN REP SEN SAW NO REASON TO THINK SANCTIONS WOULD BE 
MORE EFFECTIVE IN FUTURE THAN IN PAST, SAID AGREED RECOMM- 
ENDATIONS MARKED SMALL STEP BUT WERE FAR SHORT OF WHAT HE 
WOULD HAVE WISHED, AND SUGGESTED COMBINING VARIOUS 
PROPOSALS IN PARA 25. NOTING PARA 33 DIRECTED TO US 
( REQUESTING US COOPERATE FULLY IN IMPLEMENTING SANCTIONS 
AND REVOKE EXISTING LEGISLATION), HE POINTED OUT ENOUGH SAID 
ON SUB JECT TO MAKE US RECOGNIZE STRONG FEELINGS ON SUBJECT. 

FRENCH REP DE GUIRINGUAD APPROVED RECOMMENDATIONS IN SECT. 3 
OF REPORT WHICH WERE WITHIN COMITE' S TERMS OF RE- 
FERENCE; HOWEVER, HE COULD NOT AGREE WITH CERTAIN PROPOSALS
